en Jesus told His disciples that they 

were in the world but not of the world, 

He made an important distinction be- 

tween our calling as saints possessing the right- 

eousness of Christ and as citizens of a fallencreation 

in need of redemption. Empowered by the Holy 

Spirit, we serve as salt and light in this world in 

order to preserve all that is good and to push back 

the darkness witha fuller manifestation of the King- 
dom of Gad. 

This perspective, which places our role as saints 
ina challenging light, could be stated in more prag- 
matic terms. It could be said that while we are 
rooted and secure in Christ in the eternal Kingdom 
of God, we need to be flexible and willing to adapt 
to the times in this ever changing world.

So when 
opportunity strikes, they are encouraged torespond. 

That's why Heather De Haan is studying in 
Russia, and Jeff Bakker is studying in France. They 
both receive credit towards their Redeemer degrees. 
That's why Bradley Cuzen spent the summer work- 
ing for the Musee d'art contemporain de Montreal. 
They took their faith, their Christian education, and 
went out to make a difference.

This 
winter, Dr. Gene Haas is teaching “Introduction To 
Scripture: New Testament.” And so, two areas of 
interest to a number of people have been made avail- 
able in credit and non-credit form off campus. Dr. 
Henry Brouwer's mini-course on “Earthkeeping: A 
Christian Approach To Environmental Concerns” has 
also been well received, as a general interest course 
made available to the community. 

And don't forgetabout “Evenings With Redeemer,” 
as our faculty lecture series regularly takes to the road.

Guelph, allowing qualified stu- 
dents with two or three years of 
study at Redeemer to complete 
an honours degree in chemistry 
or biochemistry at Guelph. We 
are delighted that the work of 
our faculty and students is so 
highly regarded. 

However, the challenge of demon- 
strating our financial stability remains. 
Ata time when we are currently running 
a deficit, we need to gather a broader 
basis of support which includes support- 
ing churches, alumni, members and 
friends of the College, and members of 
the Redeemer Foundation. Now is the 
time to stand together to show the 
naysayers that a privately funded uni- 
versity in this province is not only a pos- 
sibility but a reality, both now and for the 
future. Therefore, | would urge you to 
continue your financial and prayer sup- 
port and to consider membership in the 
College or Foundation if you have not 
already joined.

Dr. Botha inaugurated as $ professor and VP (Academic) 


Thursday, February 29a very spe- 
cial ceremony took place in the Re- 
deemer College auditorium. Dr.M. Elaine 
Botha was inaugurated as Professor of 
Philosophy and Vice-President (Aca- 
demic). Dr. Botha comes to us from South 
Africa, where she served on the faculty of 
Potchefstroom University as Professor of 
Philosophy and department chair. 

Dr. Botha holds doctorates in Cul- 
tural Studies from Potchefstroom LUni- 
versity and in Systematic Philosophy 
from the Free University of Amsterdam. 
She has extensive teaching experience in 
South Africa, Canada, and the United 
States, is an internationally recognized 
lecturer and scholar, and is noted for her 
insights on foundational issues relating 
toa Reformed Christian worldview. 

During the evening, Dr. Botha spoke 
on “Of Light And Limits: Philosophy 
Matters.” She argued that the reason 
why typically philosophical issues in the 
special scientific disciplines actually mat- 
ter is because it is in these philosophical 
matters that the basic worldview issues 
are addressed. These philosophical is-
